INTRODUCTION. 



TTKjTHILE this work does not pretend to be 
a history, it will yet present many his- 
torical facts. Its object is to show from old 
newspapers, which are not accessible to all, 
such items and comments upon a variety of 
subjects as might be supposed to amuse or 
instruct both old and young. 

It is not the easy thing that many imagine 
to examine, read, and select from a vast num- 
ber of newspapers such matter as is believed 
to be worth reproducing. Possibly to some 
it would seem to be a stupid and an unin- 
teresting work. The Compiler, however, has 
found it a source of pleasure to make and 
arrange these selections ; and the value of his 
work will be greatly enhanced if these volumes 
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should prove of interest to any considerable 
number of persons. 

There appears to be from year to year a 
growing taste among the most cultivated peo- 
ple for quaint and curious reminiscences of 
the Olden Time; and as these volumes will 
be of a handy size for the pocket or carpet- 
bag, it is hoped that they will be welcomed 
by many who would not undertake to read 
a more pretentious or cumbersome work on 
similar topics.

CURIOSITIES OF THE OLD LOTTERY. 



TDEOPLE of the present generation who 
look over files of old newspapers are 
filled with astonishment to see the great num- 
ber of lotteries which are advertised, for many 
years, down to as late a period as the year 1826. 
The Faneuil Hall Lottery, the Harvard Col- 
lege Lottery, the Rhode Island College Lottery, 
the Massachusetts State Lottery, and lotteries 
for a bridge over the River Parker, for Marble- 
head, for the Williamstown Free-rschool, for 
Episcopal and Congregational Churches, were 
all advertised, with numerous other projects. 
A lottery was proposed for the purpose of fin- 
ishing Bunker Hill Monument, although the 
scheme was not carried oiit.. It is perhaps 
not generally remembered that this monu- 
ment was at length completed by means fur- 
nished by a Ladies'.Fair, in 1840, and handsome 
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contributions by several individuals. Among 
other contributors was the celebrated danseuse 
Fanny Ellsler, who was at that time giving 
performances in Boston. Some of the best 
men in the community were interested in rec- 
ommending the various schemes, and members 
of churches, men in high repute, bought and 
sold the tickets. In Salem, Mass., such well- 
known and esteemed citizens as John Jenks, 
Daniel Jenks, Thomas C. Gushing, of the 
" Gazette," John Dabney, the postmaster, Col- 
onel John Russell, and the now venerable and 
respected Edward H. Payson — who, at the 
age of eighty, is still cashier of the First Na- 
tional (formerly the Commercial) Bank, to 
which office he was elected in 1826 — sold tick-- 
ets ; so did Colonel John Hathorne. Colonel 
Henry Whipple,, who is remembered as one 
of dur best citizens, kept, in connection with 
his bookstore, a " Fortunate Lottery Office." 
Other names nirght be riientioned, but we think 
we have given enough to show the respectabilr 
ity of the calling.. The better the man, the betr 
ter the agent. Indeed, it was generally thought 
to be just as respectable to seir lottery-tickets 
as to sell Bibles; and we have seen them 
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classed together in the same advertisement. 
Our observations have been confined chiefly to 
Boston and Salem prints, but we have no doubt 
that similar matter could be found in other 
papers. We propose now to give liberal ex- 
tracts from some of the old advertisements of 
the different schemes, which wilt, we think, con- 
firm what we have already said on the subject, 
l-et us take first from the "Boston Gazette" 
of May 19, 1760, the lottery to raise ^1,000 
towards building a bridge over the River 
Parker, in Newbury. The managers were the 
first men in the place, and the tickets were 
sold by men of excellent standing lii Boston.

AND fince the faid Bridge fo well anjwers the Ex- 
pectation of the Public J and the Travelling that Way 
thereby is rendered much more eafy and pleafant ; the 
Managers doubt not there will be a great Demand of 
the Tickets^ from a Principle of encouraging and pro^ 
moting a Work of fuch general Utility^ if there were no 
other Inducement. But when they confider how much 
this Scheme is calculated in Favour of the Adventur- 
ers^ there being many Prizes of great Value^ and but 
two Blanks to a Prize ; they doubt not of a very fpeedy 
Sale of the Tickets. 

Tickets purchased at Bofton, if fortunate^ will be 
paid off there. Public Notice will be given of the 
Time and Place of Drawing ; and as foon as finifhed^ 
the Prizes will be publifhed in the Bofton Gazette and 
Country Journal. Gold as well as Silver will be re^ 
ceived for Tickets ; and the Prizes paid off according- 
ly. Prizes not demanded in Twelve Months after 
Drawings will be confidered as given to the common 
Stock for building and maintaining the faid Bridge^ 
and will be fo applied. 
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Tickets are to be Sold by the Managers in Newbury, 
by Ebenezer Storer, Efq.^ and Son; Mr. Timothy 
Newell ; William fef James Jackfon, and the Printers 
hereof in Bofton. 



The town of Taunton, Mass., was favored 
by a lottery grant in 1761 to aid iii clearing 
the Great River.

PUBLICK NOTICE is hereby given to all Perfons 
who are fo difpofed to encourage the Clearing 
of Taunton Great-River, (fo beneficial to the Trade of 
this Province) by adventuring in the LOTTERY 
granted for that Purpofe, That the Managers of faid 
Lottery have determined to begin to draw the Firft 
Clafs on Tuefday the 27th Day of April next ; the 
Town of Taunton having voted to take off all the 
Tickets that fhall remain unfold at that Day ; — And 
all Perfons who have taken Tickets to difpofe of, are 
defired to return them, or the Money for them, by the 
the Firft Day of faid April. 

Tickets are yet to be had of Meffir's Gould 
and Company, and of Green & Ruffell^ Printers in 
Queen Street, Bofton. — As alfo of the Managers 
at their refpe£tive Dwellings in Taunton. 
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Next we will take from the " Boston Post 
Boy'* of November, 1762, the scheme to 
raise money to rebuild Faneuil Hall, after 
the fire of 176 1. It will be noticed how 
small an amount was reserved for the purpose 
for which the Lottery was granted, — only 
$i,2oo. It seems as if a very small sum 
subscribed by every freeholder would have 
produced more money. If the population of 
Boston at that time was, say, twenty thou- 
sand, or three thousand families, fifty cents 
for every head of a family would have raised 
a larger sum than could possibly have been 
raised by the expensive and questionable pro- 
cess resorted to. At first sight it may seem 
strange to us that this was not thought of 
at the time; but when we reflect that even 
in our enlightened times people are quite as 
thoughtless about the processes of raising 
money for charitable or public purposes, — 
witness the numerous fairs and raffles which 
are constantly taking place, — we are not so 
much amazed at these old financial operations, 
nor do we think we can boast much of our 
superior morality when we look around and 
see how some things are managed nowadays.

In 1782 the State of Massachusetts granted 
a lottery for the benefit of the paper-mill at 
Milton. 

The Clergy were often asked to use their 
influence to promote special schemes. For 
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instance, the Leicester Academy at Lancaster, 
Mass., wishing to raise about $800, advertised 
on June 28, 1790, a lottery, the scheme com- 
prising three thousand tickets at $2.00; and 
thQ managers, Edmund Heard and Ephraim 
Carter, say, "yf j the dejign of this Lottery is for 
promoting Piety y Firtue, and Juch of the liberal 
Arts and Sciences as may qualify the Touth to be- 
come ujeful Members of Society ^ the Managers wi/h 
for and expert the aid of the Gentlemen ^ruftees 
of the Academy J the Reverend Clergy, and all 
perfons who have a tajie for encouraging f aid Semi-- 
nary of Learning^ Comment on this is un- 
necessary. As unscrupulous persons often 
sold drawn tickets, — for it seems there were 
irregularities even in those days, — the fol- 
lowing advertisement warrants the tickets 
undrawn^ —

Lottery for sale by John Russell.

Further Information. — The Amoskeag highest 
prize, of Eight Thousand Dollars, is still undrawn, 
and the wheels are extraordinarily rich, having 
gained, since the drawing began, upwards of Six 
Thousand Dollars. There is therefore every pro- 
bability that the scrip will soon rise. Those who 
intend to purchase for the sake of a chance for the 
highest prize, are advised to do it before it is drawn 
out of the wheel, which may be to-morrow. Those 
who purchase for the sake of a cheap ticket, would 
do well to wait till afterwards. July 24, 1807.

to move. 

fSS^ Tickets will rise on the first of September 
to 5,50 — Prize Tickets exchanged. (1807) 
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In 1776 the Continental Congress endeav- 
ored to raise a large sum by means of a lot- 
tery. On the first of November of that year 
the following Resolve was passed, — " That a 
sum of money be raised by way of lottery, to 
be drawn at Philadelphia." A committee was 
then empowered to manage this lottery, and 
agents were appointed in the several States to 
sell the tickets. From causes difficult now to 
explain, the drawing, which was to have taken 
place in 1777, was postponed from time to 
time, until finally, it is said, the whole scheme 
proved a failure. Many of the adventurers 
being large losers, much bad feeling was pro- 
duced towards the Government. The design 
was to raise the money in the way of a loan. 
There were four classes of tickets, a hundred 
thousand in each,-=-$io, jjao, $30, and $40; in 
all $10,000,000. In Lossing's "Field-Book 
of the Revolution," from which we derive this 
account, may be seen a copy of one of these 
lottery tickets. Probably the people were too 
poor at that time to furnish the requisite sum of 
money, and so the tickets did not sell readily ; 
or the lottery may have been badly managed.

At a town meeting held in Salem, Mass., on 
Dec. 28, 1789, " George Williams, Esq., Gen- 
eral Fisk, and Joseph Sprague, Esq., were 
chosen a Committee to estimate the expense 
of clearing out the Channels in the North and 
South rivers ; and to prefer a petition to the 
General Court for the grant of a Lottery to aid 
the town in so beneficial an undertaking." We 
believe this project was never carried through ; 
but we are of opinion that some residents of 
Salem would now welcome even a raffie^ if in 
that way their North River could be purified, 
as at present no other method seems so likely 
to succeed, judging from the controversy which 
has been going on in that city for several years 
without effecting any result. 
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The " Massachusetts Centinel," May 22, 
1790, notifies the ^^ Friends of Science^* that 
"a few . . . Williamstown Free-school Lottery 
Tickets . . . may be had of the Printer." 

MARBLEHEAD, APRIL 3. Thc highcft Prizc in 
the State Lottery was drawn by a number of Fe- 
males : About thirty were joint pofTeiTors of that 
fortunate number and five others : The higheft 
(hare in them did not exceed one dollar, and the 
loweft was nine pence, exprefBve of the different 
abilities of the concerned ; by which circumflance, 
the property of the prize is mofl agreeably divided : 
It has excited a fmile in the cheek of poverty, nor 
diminifhed the pleafure of thofe in eafy circumftances.

A citizen would wifh to know why among the 
many lotteries now in being, there is not one for the 
benefit of this town ? Cait it be faid we have no need 
of any ? — Sure there are many ufes the net proceeds 
of a lottery may be converted to, for this town's 
benefit : Though he means not to diftate, yet would 
fuggeft the following; — that a granary might thereby 
be opened, and the poor fupplied with different kinds 
of grain, at a reduced price ; — that feveral parts of 
the town might be paved ; which would ferve to em- 
ploy many of the induflrious poor among us ; — and 
that the town might be fupplied with Lamps, which 
by being occafionally lighted would tend to the iafety 
of the citizens. From thefe, among other beneficial 
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eiFe£ts, he hopes the town will have a meetings and 
petition the General AiTembly at their approaching 
fef&on for leave to eftablifh a lottery for the above, 
and other, ufeful purpofes.

For in- 
stance, a Boston paper of 1790 says: "The 
highest Prize (;^3,ooo) in the New York Lot- 
tery was drawn by 2 deserving Servant girls of 
New York ;" and in Sept. 21, 1793 : "The high- 
est prize in the 4th Class of the State Lottery 
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($i,ooo) was drawn by Mr. Benjamin Blodgett, 
of this town ;" and the " Salem Gazette " of 
1 8 15 says: "Luther Martin, Esq., has drawn 
$15,000, the Highest prize in the Baltimore 
Hospital Lottery ;** and it adds: " Those who 
envy the good Fortune of Mr. Martin will call 
on Gushing & Appleton for Tickets in the 
Harvard College Lottery." In November, 
1790, the " Salem Gazette" says that the call 
for tickets in the Massachusetts Semi-annual 
Lottery " has been so great in the other States 
that the Managers expect to draw much sooner 
than the time which was at first mentioned ;" 
also that the tickets in the Marblehead Lottery 
are meeting with a rapid sale ; and concludes 
that "this does not indicate a scarcity of 
Cash."

The delufion is general — and general muft the morti- 
fication be. But as attention n\uft be paid to the 
infatuation — we have endeavoured, by a regular pub- 
lication of the fortunate numbers, to alleviate its 
frenzy. 



On March 29, 18 14, Messrs. Bridge and 
Renouf, the well-known brokers, of 79 State 
Street, Boston, gave notice that a prize of 
$500 — No. 3,394 — " had " been " drawn in 
the Plymouth Beach Lottery." This number 
had been " sold by them to several young 
Gentlemen who purchased 30 Tickets ;" and 
they also announced that the drawing was 
'^ suspended until the next Tuesday, when the 
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first drawn ticket will be the highest prize, 
twenty thousand Dollars;^* and besides this, 
that " there are remaining to be drawn four 
prizes of $i,ooo each, and four prizes of 
$500 each/' 

It should be noticed that there was, even 
in its most flourishing days, a difference of 
opinion among individuals in regard to the 
morality of the lottery, as men must differ 
on all subjects ; so that it is perhaps only fair 
to cite a specimen or two of the communica- 
tions which appeared in the papers in reference 
thereto. A writer in the " Salem Gazette," 
June 29, 1790, says : — 

OF LOTTERIES. 

Lotteries have of late been a very produdive 
fource of revenue in this State. — ^The moral ten- 
dency of them has been fuppofed by fome to be inju- 
rious to fociety ; and government have been careful 
to grant them for fuch purpofes only, as that the 
probable benefit ihould outweigh the evil. By this 
means we have fecn the interefls of literature fup- 
ported — the arts encouraged — the wafles of war re- 
paired — inundations prevented — the burthen of taxes 
leiTened, &c. Manufa<^ures might alfo in this way 
be eflablifhed. Thofe which will not fupport them- 
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felves, it is true, will not benefit the community ; but 
there are very important ones, which in their infancy 
require the nurfing hand of government — ^to fuch the 
produce of lotteries might be beneficially applied. 
There exifts a fpirit of adventure in all focieties, 
which will lead a number to throw themfelves into 
the hands of Chance in one way or another, & which, 
under the diredion of a wife Legiflature, may be made 
to fubferve their beft interefts. The monies raifed by 
lotteries cannot impoveriih the community — ^as they 
are not fent abroad, but only taken out of one pocket 
and put into another. 



There is also in the same paper, of Feb. 25, 
1794, another communication, in which the 
writer apparently takes an entirely opposite 
view, and quotes a letter of Joel Barlow to 
the National Convention of France, in which 
will be found some rather strong language. 
When one considers the place where these 
views appear to have been adopted, and recol- 
lects the horrible scenes of the French Revo- 
lution, which were even then being enacted, 
one wonders whether the French authori- 
ties valued human life as much as they did 
property. 
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ON PUBLIC LOTTERIES. 



MR. GUSHING, 

AS our Legislature have lately had under consideration 
a bill, for granting a Lottery to Harvard College, I 
beg you will publish what our countryman, Mr. Barlow, 
said on the subject of Public Lotteries, in his Letter to the 
National Convention of France. It is as follows : 

^^ SINCE I am treating of morals, the great ohjtSt 
of all political inftrudions, I cannot avoid beftowing 
fome remarks on the fubjed: of Public Lotteries. 
It is a (hocking difgrace of modern governments, that 
they are driven to this pitiful piece of knavery, to 
draw money from the people. But no circumftance 
of this kind is fo extraordinary as that this policy 
fbould be continued in France, fince the revolution ; 
and that a ftate lottery fhould ftill be reckoned among 
the permanent fources of revenue. It has its origin 
in deception ; and depends for its fupport, on raijing 
and difappointing the hopes of individuab — on perpet- 
ually agitating the mind with unreafonahle dejires of 
gain — on clouding the underftanding with fuperftitious 
ideas of chance^ dejiiny and fate — on diverting the at- 
tention from regular induftry, and promoting a uni- 
verfalfpirit of gamhUng^ which carries all forts of vices 
into all clafles of people. Whatever way we look 
into human aflairs, we fhall ever find that the bad 
organization of fociety is the caufe of more diforders 
than could pof&bly arife from the natural temper of 
the heart. And what {hail we fay of a government 
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dot avowedly Steps forward, with the infokncc o( an 
open enemy, and creates a new vice, fiir the &ke of 
hndii^ it with a tax ? What right has liich a goyem- 
ment to punifh oar follies ? And who can look with- 
out di%uft on the impious figure it makes, in holding 
the fcourge in one hand, and the temptation in the 
other ? You cannot hefitate to declare, in your con- 

ftitUtion, THAT AIX LOTTERIES SHALL VE FCMLEYER 



ABOLISHED." 



In November las^ the Convention^ in conformity with die 
forgoing sentiments, passed the following decree : 

^^ Lotteries, of whatever nature they may be, or 
under whatever denomination they may exift, are 
fiipprefled." 



In 1 79 1 the Massachusetts L^slature 
granted to the proprietors of the Cotton 
Manufactory in Beverly four hundred tickets 
in the lottery about to be' drawn, and three 
hundred in the next Semi-annual State Lot- 
tery. " Some people, out-doors," says the 
"Salem Gazette," March 8, 179 1, "murmur 
at this as an ill-judged act of liberality ; but 
perhaps they are not acquainted with the ar- 
guments which induced the grant. The dis- 
position of Government to foster our infant 
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manufactures is certainly laudable." This is 
unquestionably good reasoning; for, granted 
the premises that lotteries are ever beneficial, 
then there was no reason why aid should not 
in this way be extended to business enter- 
prises which were to give employment to the 
people, as well as to schools and colleges. 
Employment must be provided as well as 
education. The Beverly Cotton Manufac- 
tory, Stone, in his History of Beverly, claims 
to be the first manufactory of its kind estab- 
lished in America, that at Pawtucket having 
been the second ; and he also states that it was 
visited by General Washington on his tour 
through the country in 1789. The leading 
proprietors in this enterprise were George and 
Andrew Cabot, Israel Thorndike and Henry 
Higginson, men of the highest reputation in 
New England for integrity and honor. 

From the "Salem Gazette," Dec. 25, 1812 : 

"The Hiftorical DiSiionaryy 

By EzkA Sampson, author of the Beauties of the 

Bible, is one of the moft ufeful little works of this 

nature which we have feen. It contains much in a 

frnall cotnpafs. Its fubjeds are Natural and Civil 
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Hiftory, Geography, Zoology, Botany and Mineral- 
ogy, arranged in alphabetical order, and explained in 
fuch a neat and intelligible manner, as to render it 
worthy of being (according to its defign) a Companion 
for Touth. We felc6l the following article as a fpeci- 
men of the work. 

LOTTERY, 

A kind of public game at hazard, in order to raise money 
for the service of the state. A lottery consists of sevend 
numbers of blanks and prizes, which are drawn out of wheels, 
one of which contains the numbers of the tickets, and the 
other the corresponding blanks and prizes. Besides the 
consideration that this, as well as all other kinds of gambling 
for money, tends to corrupt the public morals, it is also to be 
considered that the purchasers of the tickets are never per- 
mitted to play the game on fair and equal ground. The 
world neither ever saw, nor ever will see, a perfectly fair 
lottery; or one in which the whole gain compensated the 
whole loss ; because the undertaker could make nothing by 
it. In lotteries the tickets are really not worth the price 
which is paid by the original purchasers, and yet they often 
sell in the market at a considerable advance : the vain hope 
of gaining some of the great prizes is the cause of this de- 
mand. In order to have a better chance for some of the 
large prizes, some people purchase several tickets, and others 
small shares in a still greater number. There is not, how- 
ever, a more certain proposition in mathematics, than that 
the more tickets you adventure upon, the more likely you are 
to be a loser. Adventure upon all the tickets in the lottery 
and you lose for certain ; and the greater the number of your 
tickets, the nearer you approach to this certainty. 

The above is furely a juft account of the nature 
^nd principles of a Lottery ; yet it does not deftroy 
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the fad, that, diftributed as the tickets always are 
among thoufaiids, there rnuft be fome ^iners, and 
that, in fpite of mathematics, there is a lucky number, 
which muft draw the capital prize in the Plymouth 
Beach Lottery (without any dedu£tion) of 12000 dol- 
lars.

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Importation A£l, but being proved that they were of 
Eaft-Haven manufa£ture and unconfcious of crime, 
we are happy to hear they have been all liberated. 
King George III. was taken in fuch bad company 
as is a fufficient proof that he is cra%y. Napoleon 
undoubtedly rejoiced when he beheld the faithful 
execution in our waters, of his continental fyftem. 
Waihington and Hamilton were glad that they were 
in their graves, before their country had been plunged 
fo deeply in difgrace. Had not Pickering and Hill- 
houfe been indeed made of wax^ they would have 
thrown Bonaparte and JefFerfon overboard and given 
them the freedom of the Seas. If the cuftom-house 
officers had kept pofTe/Eon of Poor Madifbn, they 
could never have obtained much money for him, as 
he now is a ioxxy figure^ fince he has been fcalped and 
tomahawked bv Smith.

To show how largely men's minds — and 
perhaps women's too — were filled with the 
lottery mania, if we may so call it, in the 
days of which we are writing, we will in- 
troduce a Southern scheme from the " Peters- 
burg Intelligencer" of 1816, copied in the 
" Salem Register," September 1 1 of that year. 
Some of our readers may think that it is not 
a bad idea. 

From the Peterjburg Intelligencer, 

MATRIMONIAL LOTTERY. 

On the 21 ft day of December laft, I was paiEng 
through the ftate of South Carolina, and in the even- 
ing arrived in the fuburbs of the town of , where 

I had an acquaintance, on whom I called. I was 
quickly informed that the family was invited to a 
wedding at a neighboring houfe, and on being re- 
quefted, I changed my clothes and went with them. 
As foon as the young couple were married, the com- 
pany was feated, and a profound filence enfued — (the 
man of the houfe was religious.) A young Lawyer 
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then arofe, and addreflfed the company very hand- 
fomely, and in finifhing his difcourfe begged leave to 
offer a new fcheme of matrimony, which he believed 
and hoped would be beneficial. And obtaining leave 
he propofed : 

That one man in the company fbould be feleded 
as prefident ; that this prefident fhould be duly fworn 
to keep entirely fecret all the communications that 
fhould be forwarded to him in his o£5icial department 
that night : and each unmarried gentleman and lady 
fhould write his or her name on a piece of paper, and 
under it place the perfbn's name whom they wifhed 
to marry ; then hand it to the prefident for infpediion, 
and if any gentleman and lady had reciprocally chofen 
each other, the prefident was to inform each of the 
refult i and thofe who had not been reciprocal in their 
choices, fhould have their choice kept entirely fecret. 

After the appointment of the prefident, the com- 
munications were accordingly handed up to the chair, 
and it was found that twelve young gentlemen and 
ladies had made reciprocal choices ; but whom they 
had chofen remained a fecret to all but themfelves 
and the prefident. — The converfation changed and 
the company refpectively retired. 

Now hear the conclufion. I was paf&ng through 
the fame place on the 14th of March following, and 
was informed that eleven of the twelve matches had 
been folemnized, and that the young gentlemen of 
eight couples of the eleven had declared that their 
diffidence was fo great that they certainly fhould not 
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have addrefTed their refpe£live wives, if the above 
fcheme had not been introduced. — M^Gentlemen 
under 20 and ladies under 15 were excluded as 
unmarriageable. 

You will be pleafed to let the public hear of this 
fcheme, and I hope it will be productive of much 
good, by being pra£fcifed in Virginia. 

A Married Man without Children.^ 

The weak spot in this plan, we imagine, 
would be the difficulty in keeping the blanks 
entirely secret. 

We have not undertaken to give an account 
of all the lotteries of which we have seen ad- 
vertisements, as our limits would not admit 
of it, even if it could be made interesting to 
those who like to read about such matters; 
New England alone would fill a large volume. 
We will name only a few of the more promi- 
nent lotteries, — the Land Bank, in 1759; the 
Pavement on Boston Neck, the same year. 
Then there was the Charlestown lottery, the 
Hatfield Bridge, Sudbury, the Amoskeag Ca- 
nal, the South Hadley Canal, the Philanthropic, 
the Kennebec, the Dartmouth College, the 
Gloucester Road, the Plymouth Beach, .etc. 
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All these, of course, were public lotteries, and 
were managed by the first men in the commu- 
nity. In relation to private lottetries it would 
now be difficult to ascertain the facts. There 
must have been a great number of these; 
probably they were not always honestly con- 
ducted. We have heard that there were shops 
where the inexperienced were supplied with 
bogus tickets, — blanks of some drawn lottery. 
Bad men, unfortunately, are to be found in all 
kinds of business ; but we know that in Salem 
all the nien whose names we have mentioned 
were among the very best in the community. 

Although laws are now in force in Massia- 
chusetts and some other States against lotteries, 
there appears to be no essential difference, as 
far as the morality of the thing is concerned, 
between the old lottery and the modern raffle, 
— and indeed a certain species of stock gam- 
bling, it seems to us, is worse than either in 
its moral effects. After the year 1826, or 
thereabout, lotteries appear to have become 
unpopular, and laws were passed prohibiting 
them. Their unprofitableness, moreover, seems 
then to have been more clearly seen. As we 
have already said, there had always been some 
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who saw the evils which must result from 
such schemes. Notably among prominent 
men who in Massachusetts used their influ- 
ence against them were John Hancock,^ of 
Revolutionary fame, and afterwards governor 
of the Commonwealth, and Peter C. Brooks, 
a distinguished merchant of Boston, father- 
in-law of Edward Everett. The "Salem 
Gazette" of Sept. i6, 1794, says: "Con- 
sidering the acknowledged immoral tendency 
of LotierieSy it is astonishing how much is said 
in the Boston papers in favor of that which 
our Legislature has lately instituted for Har- 
vard College. Our late worthy Governor 
Hancock, in a public address to the General 
Court, gave his testimony against this species 
of gambling, so calculated to ensnare and injure 
those classes of worthy citizens who are guilt- 
less of that vice in its common form." 

In some foreign countries and in a few of 
the States of our Union lotteries are still law- 
ful ; yet we believe there is a growing feeling 
against them. But if stock gambling is des- 
tined to take the place of the lottery, we do 

1 Although we have seen lottery tickets signed by Hancock 
earlier in life. 
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not think much will be gained by the change. 
The losses by lotteries were generally in small 
sums, and could be better borne by the adven- 
turers than the entire loss of property, health, 
and reputation which is now too apt to follow 
a large proportion of the speculative stock 
operations. In the lottery, too, the risks were 
generally so small that the ticket-buyer alone 
suffered ; whereas now, whole families are 
often involved in financial ruin, if not in dis- 
grace^ by the operations of a father, brother, 
or near relative. But we will say no more on 
this point, as it is a consideration foreign to 
the object of this book. 

Thus far we have written mainly of Ameri- 
can lotteries; as it is not our intention to 
take an exhaustive view of the subject, we 
will merely say, in reference to foreign coun- 
tries, that lotteries were instituted in England 
in 1567, and abolished by Act of Parliament 
in 1823, although allowed until i8a6, when 
the last drawing of a legal lottery took place. 
During this period they were patronized by 
all classes, — royalty, the nobility, gentry, 
and commoners. The first lottery was for the 
repairs of harbors and fortifications. The 
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drawing took place at the " west door of St. 
Paul's Church." In 1612 King James I. 
granted a lottery for the '^ English Colonies 
in Virginia, ... to be held at the west end 
of St. PauVsi^ and "one Thomas Sharplys, a 
tailor, drew the chief Prize, which was 4000 
crowns in fair plate.'' 

To this day the lottery flourishes in most of 
the chief cities in Europe, and lottery tickets 
are vended in many shops as well as in regular 
offices. The Cologne Cathedral, as is well 
known, was only recently finished by the aid of 
a lottery. Lotteries are upheld, we believe, 
by the Roman Catholic Church in Europe, 
and many of the priests aid in disposing of 
the tickets, — at least so we have been told. 

The sum of the whole matter as regards this 
country is that a good work was undoubtedly 
accomplished through the agency of the lot- 
tery in the early days of our national history. 
By its aid schools, colleges, and charities were 
founded, bridges, roads, and canals were con- 
structed. In our time public opinion is, of 
course, as it ought to be, against gambling in 
any form ; but although our ways are almost 
always thought to be more honest, it is a 
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question, after all, whether we are really more 
upright than our fathers, who sometimes en- 
gaged in transactions that are condemned by 
modern society, but who, on the other hand, 
knew nothing of "defaulted" railroad bonds, 
of "wild- cat" oil companies, or of "watered" 
mining stocks. It is easy enough to
